negie today received what he called 
his greatest- mark of honor when 
twenty-one American republics be- 
stowed upon him a gold medal bear- 
ing on one side tho words "Benefactor 
of humanity," and on thn other. "The 
American republics to Andrew Carne- 
fiie." 


According to John Barrett, director 


soneral of the Pan-American union, 
it was the first time In history that 
such a tribute from so many nations 
had been paid to an Individual. Senor 
de Zatnacona, the Mexican ambassa- 
dor, made the speech of presentation; 
Secretary of Stftte Itnox presided and 
President Taft spoke in ei\o£y ot the 
gifts which fMr. Carnegie has made 
for the cause of peace. 


Held In Building He Gave. 


The ceremonies were held 
»n 
the 


'Pan-American Union building, for the 
erection of which Mr. Cnrnegle gave 
almost a million dollars. 


In accepting the medal Mr. Carne- 


gie told of his feelings on being in- 
formed of the honor conferred upon 
him by tho Pan-American conference 
at Buenos Ayres.' 


"I was sitting at my desk in the 


Highlands of Scotland last autumn,' 
he^gald, "when a telegram was handed 
to me, -which I opened and read with- 
out seeming quite to grasp the mean- 
ing of the words.

I never before felt so' completely over- 
whelmed and, crushed as it dawned 
upon me that the honor which tin 
conference had' voted to confer was 
without parallel; 160,000,000 of people 
forming twenty-one sovereign nation; 
bestowing upon poor, me an honor tin 
like' of which had" never before beer

In a Day He Carries Four Thousand 


.

' Assuredly the cheapness of Chinese 
labor is something to make a factory- 
owner's mouth water, writes -Edward 
Alsworth Ross in the Century Maga- 
zine. 


The women reelers in the silk fila- 


tures of Shanghai get from eight to 
eleven cents for eleven 'hours of work. 
But Shanghai 
is clear, and, besides, 


everybody there complains that the la- 
borers are knowing and spoiled. In 
the steel works at han-yang common 
labor gets $3 a month, just a tenth of 
what raw Slavs command in the South 
Chicago steel works. Skilled mechan- 
ics get from S8 to $12. In a coal mine 
near I-chang. 1.000 miles up the Tang- 
tse. the coolie receives one cent for 
carrying a 400-pound load of coal on 
his back down to the river, a mile anc 
a half away. He averages ten loads 
a day, but must rest every otjher week 
The miners get seven cents a' day and 
found, i. e., a cent's worth of rice and 
meal. They -work eleven hours a da? 
up to their knees in water, and al 
have swollen legs. After a week of i 
c 


they have to lay off a couple of days 
No wonder the cost of this coal (semi- 
bituminous) at the pit's mouth is only 
thirty-five cents a ton! . 


At Cheng-tu. servants set $1.50 a 


month nnd find themselves. 
Across 


Szo-chuan. lusty coolies were glad to 
carryour chnirs half a day for four 
cents e?ch. In Singan-fu the common 
rooll° gets three cents a day nnd feed 
himself, or eighty 
cents 
a month 


Through Khan-si, roving harvester 
were earning from four to twelve cent:

MOVING PICTURES IN SCHOOL. 


(Pittsburg Gazette-Times.) 


According to Thomas A. Edison, moving pictures 
are 


destined to play an even more Important part in education 
and religion than in popular amusement 
This 
is his 


answer to the charge that the influence of his latest Inven- 
tion has been, on the whole, far from elevating. The other 
day a Chicago judge presented a severe indictment of the 
average moving picture show as an enemy of morality. 
Undoubtedly the possibilities for evil are great, but Mr. 
Edison declares his invention may be utilized -even more 
powerfully for good. In his opinion, Its potentialities in this 
direction are only now beginning to be realized. • Before many 
more years, he asserts, every church and school house in 
the United States will be equipped with a moving picture 
machine. Mr. Edison has. a fine contempt for present edu- 
cational methods which fail to utilize the assistance of mov- 
ing pictures. "I can teach more geography in fifteen min- 
utes with the moving picture machine," he says, "than the 
schools with their present system can teach in as many 
days." 


Suppose the lesson to be on Madagascar. Mr. Edison 


says he would first throw a picture on the screen showing 
the geographical relation of the island to the continent of 
Africa. 
This would be followed by moving pictures of 


streets in the principal towns. "They will show Just what 
is going on In those streets, whether there are trolley cars 
and suph things or whether it is an uncivilized place. Few 
persons remember such dry things as the ''principal prod- 
ucts.' I would have pictures of the products and show how 
they are raised." 


Long- ago it was said that there is no royal roafl to learn • 


Ing, but Mr. Edison would provide the world'with a splendid 
macadamized highway along which we should roll comfort 
ably in moving picture machines. His idea of education ap- 
parently is that it's a stuffing process, a filling o£ the youth- 
ful mind with facts, in accordance with the favorite notion 
of Dickens' "Mr. Gradgrind." What becomes of the theory 
hat education is primarily a disciplinary process, a train-v 
ng of the mind, and the school a gymnasium .-for the sys- 
tematic. exercise of the intellectual powers? 
It is possible 


for the invalid to obtain pre-digested food, affording nour- 
shment without taxing the digestive arrangements,, but 
doctors agree that its use should be reserved 'for the sick.

So persiatont Is It In keep- 
Ing to the forms ana traditions of the 
past that It has been dubbed a "mu- 
seum of antiquities" among modern 
nations.

nhould still be the language, the legal 
voice of parliament, but so It Is, in a 
way.

Should a bill pass both houses It

Here the Norman-French ap- 
pears again. The commons, summoned 
by the usher of the black rod, are ad- 
mitted to the bar of the house of lords 
to hear the statement of his majesty's 


- commissioners. When all are assem- 


bled the lord chancellor makes a sign 
to his assistant who reads the title of 
the bill, and then says in a loud voice: 
"Le. rol 1ft veult" (The king wills It) 


' In the case of the financial bills the 


form is this: 
"Le roi remercle ses 


bons sujets, accepte leur benevolence, 
et alnsl le veult" ("The king thanks his 


good subjects, accepts their faith, and 
so wills It). For private bills the form 
Is:

(Let It be done as Is desired). Some- 
times, If 'the bill Is of special Import- 
ance, tho sanction of his majesty Is 
given in person. In such a case the 
king, seated on the throne at the end 
of the chamber, bows his assent as the 
clerk reads tho title.

THE JEWS MAY COLONIZE. 


Land in the Form of an Isosceles Tri- 


angle Is Being Considered. 


Another attempt will be made to es- 


tablish a colony of Jews near the Holy 
I-and. In 1903 the late 
Dr. 
Herzel, 


after having failed to obtain any satis- 
factory concession from the sultan ot 
Turkey in respect to Zionist effort in 
Palestine, approached the 
Egyptian 


government with the object of getting 
a grant of land for Jewish settlement 
in El Ariscii district, between Egypt 
and the Holy Lund, the Jewish Chron- 


icle says. The territory between these 
two points includes the Pelusium plain, 
which at one time was extremely fer- 
tile and probably the original habitat 
of the Hittites. 


A tentative offer was made by the 


Egyptian government of a tract of land 
situated within an isosceles triangle, 
one side extending from the east.of the 
Suez canal to Akabah, the other go- 
ing from west of Gaza to Akabah, the 
coast forming the base. It was re- 
jected.

offered by the General Jewish Coloniz- 


ing organization is far less ambitious 
than that which animated the Zionist 
leader. Instead of attempting "to col- 
onize the large territory which Harzel 
ha'd in view, attention, has been con- 
centrated upon Rapha, which .is situ- 
ated near to Gaza, and is said, to pos- 
sess an excellent harbor on the sea 
front.
